Mail Irregularities. 

There appears to be something manifestly 
wrong inthe methad of transmitting the mails 
across this continent, particulatly as regards 

pean newspapers, which calls for some 
attention on the part of the Dominion postal 
suthorities. The route by which the English 
mails htenow forwarded is from Halifax to 
Windeor, thence through the United States 
via Chicago to San Francisco, aud thence by 
@irect steamer to this port, or occasionally 
overland via Olympie.- By the route above 
indicated we should st the very farthest re- 
ceive our English lettersand newspape-s in 
20 or 22 days; but idstead of such being the 
case, they do notas a rule reach their destina- 
tion short of from_39 to 44 jdays, or from 17 
“96 22 days behind time. Now there is clearly 
a fault somewhere, and we would direct the 
aftention of the Postmaster General of the 
_ Dominion thereto, with a view to its speedy 
"rectification. There certainly exists no good 
reason for sach delay. Allowing nine days 
for the trip from Liverpool to Halifax, nine 
days from Halifax to San Francisco, and four 
days from San Francisco to Victoria, we 
oughtto receive our English mails here io 
22 days from Liverpool. Last weekly dates 
of Baglish papers (2d August) arrived bere 
on the 10th September, 39 days from date of 
sblicdtion, with the exception of s few stray 
copies which came through accidentally by the 
United States mail, and the weeklies. of the 
egust will arrive here about the 25tb 
epics: “ot 48 days after pubfication 
That those papers are needlessly detained 
somewhere in theif tourse Of tradsatiavioa 
‘across the continent, is very palpable from 
the facOthat the Canadian and American pic- 
torial papers, containing copies of illustra- 
tions from Exglish papers, reach us not 
unfrequeatly from 10 to 14 days in advance 
ofthe papers from which they Have been 
copied, and .we frequently make extracts 
from our Canadian files of English news de- 
Sived from English files two weeks before 
those same papers from which they made ex- 
? atrive in Victoria. This is a matter 
vag the proper postal authorities should 
jequire into, as well in the interest of British 
\ "publishers, as in the interest of the people of 
this country, who are put to greatinconven- 
ience by the non-receipt of their English cor- 
respondence at the proper time, as well as to 
disappointment at not receiving their files of 
English papers until after much of the news 
whiéb they contain has grown old and stale 
“by Baving been published in American pa- 
pers weeks before they reach their destina- 
tion in this country. We can scarcely divest 
ourselves of theidea that our English news- 
papers are purposely delayed somewhere 
along the roate for the very purpose of giving 
Aniericas journals an opportucity of antrei- 


{“patiog: the news which they contain, and 


thereby increasing the dewand for American 
publications at the expens: of their English 
rivals, Soch sharp practice on the part of 
our neighbors is not always looked upon as 
disreputable, or beneath official dignity. 
There appeared lately a statement in the San 
Francisco Bulletin that the directors of the 
Peonsylvania railways had entered into a 
@Webdioation, of which the United States au- 
thorities would avail themselves, and have 
forwarded the English mail forthe Pacific 
» States via Halifax, Bosten and St. Louis, in- 
stead of via Chicago, by which means they 
‘expected to receive letters in Sau Francisco 
~ fa sighteen days from Liverpool, and would

People will smile to read that Sea Juan poe- 
sesses one of the only three harbors betweeo 
Alaske aud Mexico, and that that harbor bas 
been lost forever to the British, this Province, 
and the Dominion at large. As it is, we 
bave within our border the Gagst aud most 
accessible harbor on the whole const ut North 
and Sonth America—Eequimalt ; aod again, 
the adverse decision of Kaiser Wilhelm, al- 
though we admit to be unfortunate for us, 
bas not deprived one of the most impértant 


Provinces of its natural outlet. Here is the

‘The admirable manner in which Britieb 
interests have been looked after on the Pacitic 
Coast of North America is clearly shown ic 
the letter of our Duited States correspondent, 
publiehed-yesterduy. He says the decision 
of the Emperor of Germany io the San Juan 
meaiter will ‘‘secure ‘0 American commerce 
acother valuable barbor on the Pacific coast. 
There are only three on the eatire coast from 
Alaska to Mexico, aad these are now a!l is 
tue posses-iun of the United States,"’ These 
three are San Viego, Sun Francisco, and Saa 
Juan. .

9. Every Licensed Pilet who shall offend 
against any or either of the By-Laws, Rales, 
Orders, or Regulations relating to Pilots and 
Pilotage, in force for the time being, shall 
for every such offence (whether the same 
shall subject him to any peccaiary penalty or 
not, and in addition to such penalty, if avy) 
upon conviction by the Pilot Board, be 
liable to bave bis License annulled and for- 


| feited, or saspended, at the discretion of the 


Board. 


10, If avy. Veasel be. stranded, or suffer 
other accident, when in charge of a Licensed 
Pilot, the License of such Pilot sball thereby 
be auspended, pending. the investigation by 
and decision of the Board. 

ll. Itshall betbe duty of every Licensed 
Pilot at exce to report to the Pilot Board avy 
accident that may beve happened to « Vesse! 
when uader his charge. 

12. From and after:the Ist of August, 1873, 
each Licenseé Pilot shall be liable for, and 
sball psy to the Pilot Board, the eum of Tea 
Dollars as an Annual License, payable in 
advance, balf-yearly, on the let day of 
August aod the lst day of Febraary of each 
year. In addition to sueb yearly license, 
every Pilot, on appointment, shall pay the 
sem of Ten Dollais to the Board as an Ex- 
trance Fee. Every Pilot making default in 
the payment of bis entrance fee o: annual 
license, wiil be liable to a suspension of his 
Certificate until the money is paid. a026
